LXXri of 1954) as extended to the Union Territory at Dadru 
and Najjar Havcli on 23rd July 1977 on page No. 100 of 
the Government of India, Gazette, Part-Ill, Section-3, Noti- 
fication relating to minor administration under the Notifica- 
tion No. ADM/LAW/322(23>/77 dated 2nd July, 1977 of 
the Administration, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, inviting objec- 
tions/suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
within a period of one month from the date of its publica- 
tion in the Government of India Gazette; 

AND, WHEREAS No objections/snggcstions were receiv- 
ed; 

NOW, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Sub-Section (1) of Section 15 of the Bombay Animal Reser- 
vations Act, 1954 (No. LXX1I of 1954), as extended to the 
Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli, the Adminis- 
trator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, hereby makes the following 
Rules namely : 

1. Short Title and Commencement : 

(a) Short Title : These Rules may be called “The Dadru 
and Nagar Haveli Animal Preservation Rules 1977”. 

(b) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication,

2. Definition .> : In these Rules, unless the context requires 
otherwise ; — 

(i) "the act” means the Bombay Animal Preservation 
Act, 1954, (No. LXXI1 of 1954). 

( n) “Section” means a Section of the Act. 

(iii) Words and expression used but not defined in these 
Rules shall have the meaning assigned to them in 
the Act. 

3. Form of certificate and Fee ( I ) — A certificate under Sec- 
tion 5 shall be in Form I appended to these Rules. 

(2) A certificate under Section 5 shall be granted on pay- 
ment of a fee of 50 paise. 

4. Collection and cancellation of certificate. In the case 
of an Animal slaughter under a' certificate issued under .Sec- 
tion 5 such certificate shall be collected by a person appointed 
by the competent authority who shall forward the same to 
the Competent authority. The Competent authority shall 
thereupon cancel the certificate. 

5. Other duties of the competent authority. It shall be the 
duty of ihe competent Authority to see that no Animals are 
slaughtered unless certified under the Act and except in place 
specified under Section 6. 

6. Act not to apply to certain Animals : The Act shall not 
apply to slaughter of any Animal if it is certified by a 
Veterinary Surgeon under clause of Section 13 and the 
certificate is in Form TI appended to these Rules and the 
Animals so certified is slaughtered at the place and Ihe car- 
cass is disposed of in the manner, specified in the Certificate,

(Certificate under Section 5 of the Bombay Animal Preser- 
vation Act, J 954).
